BEER, WINB, AND SPIRITS 


SOUTH AUSTRALIA 


This bulletin gives details of the production and distribution of wine and 
spirits and of the consumption of beer and spirits in South Australia for 
1960/61 and earlier years. Details of beer production are not available 
for publication. 


SCOPE 


PRODUCTION The quantity of wine made in South Australia during 1960/61 was 25,061,000 
OF WINE. gallons, an increase of 3,485,000 gallons (16.1 per cent) on 1959/60 pro~ 
AND SPIRITS duction. Record ereduetion of 26,400,000 gallons was achieved in 1957/58. 


Yineries and distilleries used 137, 694 tons of grapes during 1960/61 com= 
pared with 113,136 tons in the previous year. 


Production of unfortified wine reached a new record of 3,543,000 gallons 
compared with 3,081,000 gallons in 1959/60. The previous record was 3, 520, d00 gallons in 


1958/59.

WHOLESALE The following table shows sales of wine and brandy to retailers, both 
SALES TO local and interstate, made from stocks held in wineries, depots, bulk 
RETAILERS stores, etc., operated in South Australia, but excludes oversea exports, 


ships stores, and sales to agents and wholesalers. As the quantities 
shown include sales to interstate retailers, the table cannot be taken 
as an indication of the actual consumption in South Australia. 


Although there has been little variation in the total amount of wine 
sold during recent years, sales of sherries, sweet table, and sparkling white wines, 
were noticeably higher in 1960/61 than they were several years ago.

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EXPORTS Direct oversea exports of wine from South Australia during 1960/61 
totalled 1,814,000 gallons, an increase of 138,000 gallons (8.2 per cent) 
on the quantity exported during the previous year. 


Interstate wine exports (including those for subsequent transhipment 
overseas) increased from 6,480,000 gallons in 1959/60 to 6,619,000 gallons in 1960/61, an 
increase of 2.1 ver cent. 


Direct oversea and interstate exports of wine and spirits from South 
Australia for the last 5 years are shown below in Table 4.

The following table shows details of stocks of wine and bonded spirits 
held by Winemakers and Wholesale Merchants at 30th June, 1957 to 1961 
inclusive. The figures therefore exclude stocks held by retailers. 


Wine stocks at 30th June 1961 totalled 27,226,000 gallons, 502,000 


cent) less than at 30th June 1960. Stocks of distillation wine amounted 
to 1,039,000 gallons, an increase of 708,000 gallons on the abnormally low figure of 
331,000 gallons at the end of June 1960. 


Stocks of spirits in bond increased slightly (0.12 per cent) from 


9,063,000 proof gallons at 30th June 1960 to 9,074,000 proof gallons at 30th June 1961.

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ESTIMATED Despite an increase in the estimated South Australian beer consumption 
CONSUMPTION from 16,653,000 gallons in 1959/60 to 16,905,000 gallons in 1960/61, con- 
sumption per head of population decreased from 17.72 gallons to 17.66 
gallons. There has been a continuous dovmward trend in the estimated 
beer consumption per head of population in South Australia since a record 17,812,000 
gallons (22.06 gallons per head) were consumed in 1954/55. 


There are no wine consumption figures available for South Australia, but 
the estimated Australian consumption increased slightly from 1.15 gallons per head of 
population in 1958/59 to 1.16 gallons in 1959/60. Record wine consumption was 1.80 
Gallons per head of population in 1951/52. 


The following table shows estimated consumption of beer and spirits in 
South Australia during the last five years compared with figures for 1938/39.

RETALL Quarterly South Australian retail sales of beer, wine, and spirits, for 
SALES the years 1956/57 to 1960/61 inclusive are shown in the following table. 
The figures include sales from fixed premises at which goods are nor- 
mally sold by retail to the general public but exclude sales made from 
licensed clubs etc. 


Retail sales of beer, wine, and spirits, in South Australia during 1960/61 
totalled £21,900,000 compared with £21,100,000 in 1959/60, an increase of £800,000 (3.8 
per cent).
